So vile and abomina- 


ble, that he deſerved no mercy from God ; ſo weak 
and helpleſs, that he has neither will nor power to 


do any thing to recommend himſelf to God's fa- 


vour, or entitle himfelf to his kingdom. You 


know it was no unuſual expreſſion with him, and 


for which he was ſeverely cenſured to ſay, That 
fallen man is become HALF BEAST, HALF DEVIL. 
But this harſh, this degrading ſpeech, againſt the 
fancied dignity of human nature, no leſs than the 
once judicious and pious biſhop Hall, long uſed 


before Mr. Whitefield ; though perhaps not one 


of our preſent biſhops either thinks ſo, or would ſay 
fo. What of that? The expreſſion is fully juſti- 
filed: For who will dare deny, that ſo corrupt, 
and abominable is the nature of fallen man, that he 


partakes of - the vicious luſts of the beaſt, and the 


abominable pride of the devil? Thoſe who dare 


deny this, are only ſtanding monuments, that ori- 
ginal ſin has ſo blinded their eyes, and deceived 


their hearts, that they know not themſelves; are 


ſtrangers to their own ſtate, But in order, by the 
Grace of God, to awaken ſinners from the dead 


fleep of nature's fin, which we are all fallen into, 


dear Mr. Whitefield, cried atoud-and ſpared not;
